Claims 1 through 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests all of the elements of the 
geometrical image distortion correcting method claim 1 and particularly: 

"virtually displaying a display area for a user interface screen within the display 
screen on a reduced scale using an application on the computer to define a virtual 
correction area around said display area displayed on the reduced scale; and 

geometrically transforming said auxiliary line in said virtual correction area as 

well.". 

The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests all of the elements of the 
system for geometrically correcting a projected image of claim 4 and particularly: 

"wherein an auxiliary line drawn by said computer is displayed on said display, 

and projected onto said screen through said projector, and the auxiliary line 
projected onto said screen is corrected for distortion through a predetermined 
transformation on the auxiliary line displayed on said display, 

said computer comprising a function of virtually reducing a display area for said 
user interface screen on said display, and creating a virtual correction area capable of 
displaying said auxiliary line around the reduced display area."
